HaehuHetta Hchools. She was an 
cHteemed friend of l»oth thoHe rare 
women teaoheiH aud priiicipalH, 
MinH Fuller of Horace Mann a'd of 
MIhh Yale of Clark ScIkm)!. 

Rev. Father McCarthy, S. J., of 
New York, assisted Father Quinn, 
of St. .Joseph's Cathedral, In con- 
duct !nK H Mission for the Roman 
Catholic deaf of llarlfoid and 
vicinity duriiiK the week of 
November 7lh lo 13tli. There were 
services every eveiiinu, consisting; 
of stereopt icon views t>f the life of 
t,he World's Savior, and inslrtiction 
in Catholic leachinK. On Saturday 
afternoon and ovenin)f, opportuni- 
ties for confession, and on Sun<lay, 
the lljth, a special mass for lhe<leaf 
was <!elel»rated at l'> A.M., some 
Mcvenly-llve adult deaf l»eiu>{ pre- 
sent besides the yoiiiiK folks fiom 
(he school. iJishop Nilan took a 
deep interest in this work, and 
Ihougli understanding little or noth- 
ing about siKiiN, was frequenily pre- 
siMil in person duiiiiK >he entire 
seiviccf.

There oti^ht to be 
something doin^ in athletics eveiy 
Saturday and holidays, for it in- 
terests the boys and tends to their 
^treater contentment. 

Octotter 1st, a game was played 
with hearing eleven called the 
"Tigers," score 6 to 0, in favor of 
the school. Noveint»er 5th. a game 
was playd at Elizabeth I»ark with 
an eleven (railed the " ranthers," 
made up in part of city High School 
players, scote 5 to 6. Saturday, 
Novemtter lOlli, an eleven from 
Rockville, Ct., played <ni the school 
ground aii<l were defeated ()y the 
school eleven, 7 to 0, The team 
line<l u|» as follows : Sullivan, 
right end ; Mayville, right tackle ; 
Hallow, right guard ; Hoffman, 
ccntoi ; Ma/.akes, left guard ; 
Ragna, left lacjkle ; Weis, qunrler 
back ; Lyons and Cossetl, half 
l>HckB ; Motekaitis, full back. 
The game of November 19th, 
Kitliono Oxley, a former pupil, 
played half back, Lyons going 
with the lino as tackle, and his in- 
terf(^r<!nce foi the runnerN with the 
ball was first class.

And life certainly de- 
mauds stern qualities, and a boy who 
can stand the discipline of foot 
ball, ke(«ping his temper and dog- 
gedly doing his best when completely 
l)lowed has some of the right stnfT in 
him. Hut oven morn than foot ball 
we were exceedingly desirousof see- 
ing the Fanwood military drill and 
to see the famous cadet band. 
Again we weie disappointed. 
Oiess parade is on Sunday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock. Hut the band was 
practicing in a basement room, and 
a teacher introduced us to the in- 
structor and the youthful players. 

This deaf-boys' band is a striking 
feature of the N. Y. Institute, and 
has a value, we judge, in uoveral 
ways. Foi one thing it has a stimu- 
lating effect on the players them- 
selves who are, we understand, semi 
(leal — I. c, Ihey (!an hear to aonie

And certainly military 
drill in a large school like Fanwood 
is a splendid itiea.

It helps the l>oys to stand np 
straight, to walk coirectly, not to 
shamlde along, and to keep the per' 
son and uniform neat and tidy. It 
must add immensely to the boys' in- 
terest in theii school life, lo the 
whole esprit du corps of the school.

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Tlie deaf-mules of this city cele- 
brated Thanksgiving at midnig'U 
Wednesday, 12 hours ahead of the 
date set by President Taft's pro 
damation. The scene of this unique 
festival was at the pleasant coun- 
try home (d Mr. and Mrs. .Joseph 
Kolhoff, on Gull road 

The earlier evening hours were 
spent in dances and games galore 
and were thoioughly enjoyed. As the 
clock struck 13 proclaiming the ad- 
vent of Thanksgiving day, the jolly 
crowd Hl<»d into the spacious dining 
room and helped themselves to the 
g(M)d things of which there was an 
abundance. 

The expression, "Eat, drink and 
be merry," was never more forcibly 
illustrated than by that silent gn>np 
surrounding the table bent on hav- 
ing a good time.

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Thnrsday evening along toward 
nine o'clock the doors to the Dining 
Room of the Alamo were thrown 
open and some 2(x> delegates handed 
in their tickets that cost them $1.75 
each. They trooped in aud ranged 
themselves about a long head table 
stretched along one side of the dining 
roovsL and scattered among a large 
number of small tables about the 
balance of the room. With the ex- 
ception that Mr. Veditz was in the 
center of the head table and had his 
Chinese friends with him, and Miss 
Simpson with the Chinese friend§ to 
act as interpreter, no order was ob- 
served in seatiitg the guests.

We stayed over one day to take in 
Cripple Creek, with the idea that we 
would see something grim aud 
bloody in the scene of half of the 
bl(X)d-and-thunder dime novels and 
melodramas. Messrs. Gray and 
Carrell were with me, and with the 
exception of an ancient dame wi\h a 
blue kimino and gold-rimmed gog- 
gles, who waved us a fond salutation 
as we strolled along the street, the 
whole town was more orderly and 
' ' deader' ' than any town of the size 
we were ever in. 

We returned home as we had come, 
via Omaha and St. Paul. The very 
last of the convention crowd we 
shook hands with was Mr. Long. 

To summarize : From the $iooo. 
entertainment fund that was pledged 
but never raised, to the ' ' Farewell 
Reception by the Local Committee," 
which was merely one of the regular 
bi-weekly dances given by the Alamo 
Hotel to its guests, and of which 
the deaf took possession, there was 
so precious little done by the Local 
Committee as to make it a negligible 
factor. On the other hand, Colora- 
do Springs is an out and out tourist 
town and everything possible is done 
to part the visitor from his cart 
wheels, and in the energetic prosecu- 
tion of this worthy object there are 
" Local Committees" behind every 
telegraph pole. It was a rip-roariug 
convention on the pleasurable and 
social side, and a rip-roaring failure, 
sj^Ued in capital letters, from a 
business utility standpoint. The 
only thing accomplished was to reit- 
erate our "unalterable opposition" 
to pure oralisni, and in some sort of 
way pass some sort of Federation 
Plan that is to take effect in the 
event such and such a thing happens. 
December will be here in a day or 
two, and if there are two months in 
tlie year when I have my nose on 
the grindstone and the safety valve 
tied down tight, they are June and 
December, and I have got to cut 
short this beating of the old tin pan 
Jay Cookk Howard.

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OvBK twenty-seven years ago 
there came to the New York In- 
stitution a little boy named Robert 
K, Maynard. 

He was one of those manly little 
fellows, comely of feature, quiet in 
manner, and intelligent in mind. 
He was assigned to the Printing 
Class of the school, by whom the 
Drap-Mutbs' JouawAL has for over 
thirty years been put into type and 
printed. He pursued the course 
with zeal and success, and followed 
the avocation of printer from the 
day he graduated until stricken by 
the malady that slowly sapped away 
his life. He was a victim to the 
dread disease consumption. 

During the days of his active man- 
hood he was a steady, industrious 
worker, a model in his home life 
and a public-spirited and progressive 
factor in the life of the community. 
Most of the years of his school 
life were spent under the tuition of 
Prof. Buodi Henry Carrier, now 
and for nearly twenty years the 
Principal of the New York In- 
stitution. And so was bis mind 
cultivated, his character moulded 
and strengthened, his ambition to 
excel stimulated, that at the com- 
pletion of a course extending from 
1 883 to 1892, he captured one of the 
highest honors which the school be- 
stows upon its exceptional graduates 
— The Gary Testimonial, for superi- 
ority in scholarship and character. 
Robert E. Maynard was bom at 
Yonkers, N. Y., on the i8th of De- 
cember, 1869. He became deaf as 
the result of Scarlet Fever, at the 
age of twelve years. He was mar- 
ried to Miss Martha Hasty, who 
preceded him to the unknown land 
some ten or twelve years ago, leav- 
ing two little children to console his 
lonely life and monopolize his tender 
care. They are bent in sorrow to- 
day above their father's bier. 

Mr. Msynard worked at his trade 
in the office of the Yonkefs States- 
man for many years. Afterwards 
for a considerable time he was a val- 
ncd employee in ooe or more of the 
Urge book printing offices in New 
York. Finally be became an assis- 
tant instructor of printing in the 
Jovuhai. office, and left it to seek 
health and strength in the Printers' 
Home at Colorado Springs. His 
stay at that establishment, which is 
• monament to the benevolence o^ 
the International Typographical 
Union, by whom it is supported, did 
not bring the improvement in health 
that was anticipated. So, a little 
over two years ago, he returned to 
his home in Yookers — to die. Slow- 
ly, imperceptiUy, be wasted away. 
On several occasions it was thought 
his last hour had come, but each 
time he rallied. His last sinking 
spell began on Thanksgiving Day, 
and from that time until bis death 
be lay in an almost conutosc state, 
until Sunday night, December 3d, at 
io:3s> when the lamp of life was 
finally eztiagvii^Md. I 



Robert E. Maynard was in more 
senses than one a remarkable pro- 
duct of a school for the deaf. Be- 
sides high character and intelligence, 
he possessed a mind well stored with 
good literature. As a schoolboy he 
was an athlete of exceptional ability, 
while in the classroom be shone 
conspicuously for faithfulness and 
accomplishment. He was all his 
life a student and a thinker, and con- 
tributed voluminously to the current 
literature of the deaf, through the 
medium of the papers published for 
their benefit. The world is surely 
better because he lived in it; for his 
life was a clean and consistent and 
actively- useful one. 

The funeral services were held at 
his late home on Terrace Place, 
Yonkers, on Tuesday evening, Dec- 
ember 6th. 

The full measure of our sympathy 
goes out to the loved ones he leaves 
behind]: his father, sister, brother, 
daughter and son, and to the mother 
who has so long and patiently and 
lovingly ministered to his wants and 
watched over him during the long 
years and months and] weeks and 
days that his life was slowly ebbing 
away.

I have a little suggestion to pre- 
sent to those who have the manage- 
ment of the Moving Picture Project. 
You are probably aware that every 
year during the winter holidays 
nearly every school for the deaf in 
the country have stage plays for the 
enterainment of their pupils. The 
pupils themselves are generally the 
actors, but the teachers, as a rule, 
select the plays and train the pupils 
to act often almost to i^erfection. 
Thus it will been seen that often 
these plays are of a high standard, 
and it has occurred to me that if the 
best of them could be selected and 
included in the moving pictures 
collection that the N. A. D. proposes 
to get up, it would make a grand 
display. 

The N. A. D. as owner could loan 
them to the various schools for the 
deaf, and it would afford abundant 
amusement to the pupils, bringing 
them in contact with children afflict- 
ed like themselves in other schools 
than their own. It seems to me 
that the N. A. D. could make .some 
money by it, as each school would 
be willing to pay liberally for the 
use of the films. 

In addition the atx>ve base ball and 
foot ball games at the various schools 
could be put in the collection, and I 
might add pictures of boys and girls 
at work in the sch'"' '^^'ops.

Dhar Mr. Vkuitz: — Voursof the 
7th inst. received. I have also read 
your opeu letter in the Journal of 
the 17th. 

Yes, I am holding back the motion 
to meet in Atlanta, and I propose to 
hold it until such time as I can place 
the matter before the Executive 
Couiinittee in proper sliape. 

Why such haste? There are 
other matters of greater importance 
to be di.spo.sed of first. It is only 
about three mouths since the Colo- 
rado convention closed. During 
that time I have written more than 
a hundred letters on N. A. D. 
business, many of them of consider- 
able length. As I mnst do this 
work during my .spare time, und am 
doing it without compensation and 
at considerable .sacrifice to my 
family and business interests, I 
claim that I have a right to u.se my 
own judguient as to what I shall do 
and uot do. 

It would be a simple matter to 
submit the motion to the Commit- 
tee. But that is not all. I have 
received many suggestions and 
motions, from your own proposition 
that the Committee vote at once 
without discussion to a motion that 
the selection be deferred for two 
years. I consider it important that 
these and other facts be placed be- 
fore the members to guide them in 
their decision. It is not my policy 
to have the I'<x. Committee a mere 
perfunctory body to ratify the will 
of the president. I expect them to 
think and act for themselves. As 
we can not meet for consultation, 
we must have .some means for ex 
changing views. To do it by pri 
vate correspondence would involve 
more work than it is reasonal)le to 
except of me. I have beeu trying 
to arrange witli Mr. Hodgson to 
u.se the Journal for this purpose, as 
it was cho.sen as the olTicial organ 
A satisfactory agreement has not 
yet been reached, but negotiations 
are still pending. My proposition 
is that a limited amount of space, 
from one to three columns a week, 
the amount to be decided by Mr. 
Hodgson, be placed at the disjrasal 
of the Association and under the 
control of its responsible officers. 

You arc doing more than anybody 
else to injure the chances of Atlanta 
securing the convention by in.sist- 
ing on immediate action. The 
only .serious objectiou to Atlanta that 
I know of is the belief expressed by 
Mr. Howard that on account of your 
influence to the South through your 
connection with the Optimist you 
can control th econvention and carry 
on matters in the same high-handed 
manner as you did at Colorado 
Springs. Of course I do not believe 
that such wonld be the case; but I 
am citing the opinion of others, not 
my own. You object to Omaha Ijc- 
cause the Spear-Iyong-Howard 
"gang" would have the upper hand; 
while the opposition objects to 
Atlanta becau.se the "Veditz crowd" 
would be in the saddle. I think the 
objections of both sides are unworthy 
and should not be considered at all. 

Personally I believe, and have 
said so more than once, that Atlanta 
should have the uext convention, by 
reason of its geographical position, 
in order to awaKen interest in the 
deaf among the people of the South, 
because of the enthusiastic zeal of 
our Southern friends, and la.stly the 
liberal inducements offered in the 
way of entertainment. 

You say I " cannot call for a mail 
vote without raising a storm of 
protest." Why, and from whom? 
1 was desirous at Colorado Springs to 
secure a direct exprssion of the 
preference of thie delegates as to the 
place of the next convention, but 
as time for adjournment was jire.ss- 
iiig, it was impractical)le. In view 
of the tense feeling now existing, I 
believe that a mail vote would be the 
faifest way to settle the question. 
Such a vote, of course, would be 
only advi.sory, since lx)th the Con- 
stitution and the late convention 
place the jxiwer of selecting the | ., 
place of meeting in the hands of the 
I';x. Committee. If a decided ma- 
jority is shown iu favor of one place, 
that should settle it; and if not, the 
preferences as .shown by the voting 
should receive due consideration 
from the Committee. 

Although for reasons which I 
have explained in a communication 
to the press, the Kxecutive Com- 
mittee was selected chiefly from 
your friends and mine, that does not 
tiK-.ui that the opjxjsition shall be 
ii impled down witliout considera- 
tion. On the contrary, it is all the 
more reason why the Committee 
should act with fairness and mode- 
ration. 

You say, " Howard must be 
.squelched:" and Howard says, 
" Veditz must f.>e eliminated," 
Through this un.seemly quarrel, 
which is purely a personal one, you 
have brought the A.Hsociation to the 
verge of di.sruption. If the Kxecu- 
tive Committee under these circum- 
stances should vote at once in favor 
of Atlanta, I belive that there 
would be a "storm of protest" quite 
as strong as in case of a mail vote, 
and that it would have far more 
ji ' ion. In fact I am nnal)le 
' I y the submitting of a dis- 

puted (juestion to the entire incnilKr- 
•ship through a mail vote should 
cause a storm of protest at all. 

I am sorry to write you thus. We 
have always been friends, and I hope 



we shall continue to be friends. But 
the time has come to speak plainly. 
I do not consider Mr. Howard my 
enemy, although .some of his words 
and acts have uot been those of a 
friend. I have written plainly to 
him also, and if need be shall uot 
hesitate to publish my letters. 

In my action in this matter I am 
guided solely by one consideration, 
and that is my desire to do the best 
for the National Association of the 
Deaf as 1 see it. That is the way 
I started out; and that is the way I 
propose to continue to the end of the 
chapter.

Editor Dbai'-Mutes' Journal : 
— In the i.ssue of the Journal of 
the 1st of Decemhier, Dr Fox in his 
paper, " The Combined System and 
the Oral Method in the Education 
of the Deaf" — read before the Colo 
rado Convention last summer, draws 
this final conclusion : -^ 

" We believe the advocates of the varioiiH 
methods should show thorough franknes.s 
as to what they can and cannot do, ami 
make no claims that cannot be substantint 
ed by absolute proofs." 

I have frequently upheld oral 
methods publicly and privately and 
am a thorough believer in the efB 
ciency of proper oral methods iu the 
general education of deaf children. 
In an annual report of the Lcxiug 
ton Avenue School I made this 
statement: — "Our aim is to giw 
the pupils the greatest mental 
development and the most complete 
understanding of the Engli.sh Ian 
guage jw-ssible. We believe this is 
best attained by the use, on the pari 
of teacher and pupil, of spoken and 
written language, to the entire exclu 
sion of signs and the manual alphabet 
as a means of instruction. The class 
room results each year confirm this 
opinion." 

I feel that the challenge is given 
to prove my a3.sertion or be cla.ssed 
as among those who " mis-re 
present " or " exaggerate " results. 

The vState Education Department 
of New York made a fair test of tin 
mental development of the pupils of 
the various .schools for the deaf ot 
the State. The examination was 
not si)ruiig as a surjjrise. All the 
schools had fair notice and ample 
time to prepare. The papers were 
sent to the Department for marking 
and classification. Each .school 
knows what the result was iu its 
particular case. I rejiresented an 
oral school at that time and 
])iihli.slied the results in an Annual 
Re{)ort of the Lexington Avenue 
School. The examinations were 
taken in 1907 and 1908, and the 
marks are tho.se of the State Educa 
tion Department. The examinations 
were the same as the hearing 
children took and were given at tin 
same time. The grades, the nuni 
bcr of pupils, the ages, degree ot 
deafness, length of time in school, 
etc. , were given. All the schools for 
the deaf of this State were asked li' 
take the examinations. I have 
not seen the results of the other 
school.s. The New York In.stitution 
stands high in the education of th' 
deaf as an eclectic method school 
and was asked to take the exaininn 
tion at the .same time as the other 
.schools under the .same conditions. 

Will Dr, Fox give a .statement for 
publication in the Journal, showing 
the results of that examination so 
those interested can make their own 
conipari,sons ? Conditions are similai 
in the two schools as to environment . 
nationality, etc. The results, hn 
shown by the two schools, while 
they may not prove conclusive, will 
serve to verify Dr. Fox's assertion 
or to demonstrate my theories as ab 
surd.

It ia propoaed to create a nienioi ial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallandet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Huihiiuf^ for St. Ann's (!hurch for 
Doaf-MuloN. The preHont Church 
iH ailuated on 148th Street, juat west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
Home tweuty-five feet back from the 
line of the itreet to iwrmit the erec- 
tion of Huch a building; aH above 
indicated, which will form a fatuide 
to the church ediliceand be a center 
of reliKious and aocial life amongai 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallandet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buildinx, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nans has always 
been associated. This was not pei- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is Used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet iu depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
(Ict Memorial Parish liuilding" will 
be about $30,OOU, and the building 
itself, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted lo the 
biloiit peoples They llieinselvea 
hoaitily endorse the memorial.
